promises made, strictly interpreted," 
it is nevertheless a sincere effort on 
the part of the part> to make a 
downward 
revision and to comply 


with the promises of the platform. 
The statement in firil follows: 


"I have signed the Payne tariff bill 


because I believe it to be the tesult 
of sincere effort on the part of the 
Republican party to make a down- 
ward revision, and to comply with the 
promises of the platform as they 
have been generaly understood, and 
as I interpreted them in the cam- 
paign before election. 


"This is not a "perfect tariff bill, 


nor a complete compliance with the 
promises made, strictly interpreted, 
but a fulfillment free from criticism 
in respect to a subject matter involv- 
ing many schedules and thousands of 
articles could not be expected. 
It 


suffices to say that, except with re- 
gard to whisky, liquors and wines, 
and in regard to silks and as to some 
high classes of cottons, all cf which 
may be treated as luxuries and prop- 
er subjects of a revenue tariff, there 
have been very few increases inrates.

Thaw sanity heating before Justice 
Mills was largely devoted to the re- 
cital of more of the stories,which 
have stained the memory of the emi- 
nent architect, stories that paralleled 
the tale of the Madison Square tower 
room as told by Evelyn Thaw. They 
were told first by \\jtnesses called in 
Harry K. Thaw's behalf and then by 
Thaw himself, who took the stand 
hoping to show that what he knew 
about White were not "delusions," cs 
the state contended, and that this 
phase of the state's attack on his 
sanity is unfounded. 


Between these unsavory accounts, 


like a jewel held up to view between 
soiled fingers, came an illustration of 
mother love and filial affection that 
brought tears even to the eyes of 
those eager-faced women who had re- 
fused to leave the courtroom when 
•warned of the kind of testimony that, 
•was to come. This was the appear- 
ance on the stand of Mrs. Mary Cop- 
ley Thaw, the prisoner's white-haired 
mother. 


Charles Sforschauser, Thaw's attor- 


ney, started off the day by calling to 
the stand David N. Carvalho, the Xew 
York handwriting expert. Mr. Car- 
valbo told of episodes 
connecting 


Stanford White with two young wom- 
en whom, it is alleged, he tried to 
ruin. Both these women allowed the 
tsse of their names. One was Miss 
Mae McKenzie. an actress, who ap- 
peared several times at the trials 
•with Evelyn KesbitThaw; the other's 
name was given as "Sue Parker."

When Thaw took the stand the 


Xew York district attorney seemed 
anxious to let him tell all he knew 
and he led him through one sordid 
story after another, evidently with 
the hope that the witness' palpable 
eagerness to talk on this theme 
would show Justice Mills that be was 
insane on the subject. And Thaw 
was eager to telL The words fairly 
tripped over each other as he ran on. 


"This thing I am going to tell you 


now." he said, prefacing one of his 
narratives, "affected Jout "v«ry serious- 
ly at the time," 


Continuing, he described in detail 


the alleged experience of a girl whom 
he said White tried to wrong when 
she was but 16. He said that after 
winning her confidence by a display 
of disinterested 
friendship. White 


lured the girl to his place on Twenty- 
fourth street. Xew York. The girl 
escaped through a lucky chance, he 
said, and later obtained a large sum 
of money, from White under threat of 
a suit. After that, he continued. 
White had the girl boycotted, so that 
for several years she could not ob- 
tain an engagement in any theater in 
New York- 


According to Thaw these were not 


all of the tales he could tell about 
the man he killed. He gave the loca- 
tion of four places he said White 
maintained for immoral purposes. 
One was in Maryland, near Balti- 
more. Thaw said it was .called "The 
Blind." The others were- in New 
York.

in session at Newark, K. J. have fail- 
ed to reach an agreement on the scale 
of wages to be in vogue in the Uutt- 
ed States and Canada for the coining 
season oand that the session has ad- 
jcuned with he question still hanging 
fire- It is possible that the delegates 
may be instructed anew and may 
convene again in a- short time so that 
the oresent difficulties may be set- 
tled before tlie blowing season opens 
.11 the early fal1. 
The delegates who were sent to 


the joint session by the glass bottle 
manufacturers were instructd to de- 
mand from the delegates sent by the 
glass workers a cut of fifty per cent 
in the scale of wages which was in 
vogue last winter. 
The 
blowers 


would not stand for this cut of one- 
half of the wages but final y offered 
to accept a cut of twenty per cent in 
the 1910 scale. 
At this point they 


s%ood firm and the manufacturers" 
delegates could not accept this com- 
promise according to their instruct- 
ions.
